KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 13 
(AP.)—Angelo Donnici, a pudgy, 
smiling saloon keeper, was accused 
today as the head man of the nar- 
cotics ring which had its headquar- 
ters in Kansas City, and which was 
smashed yesterday by Federal 
agents when 13 of its leaders were 
arrested. 

Donnici, 64 years old, operated a 
dingy little tavern next to the tem- 
porary Federal Building and was 
known as the “Mayor of Ninth 
Street.” Always affable, he was 
a familiar, bowing figure around 
the Federal Building, where he 
often acted as bondsman for de- 
fendants. 

“Greetings, Mr. Assistant District 
Attorney,” he would cry, and— 
'“Greetings, Mr. Deputy Clerk of the 
Federa] Court!” 

When an Official entered his 
place for lunch, Donnici himself 
' would trot up to recommend some- 
i'thing on the menu. 
| Complaints of “Hard Breaks.” 

He rattled around town in a 1929 
automobile and was continually be- 
moaning the “hard breaks” life 
handed him. 

Richard K. Phelps, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, said he had evidencé! 
Donnici was “the man behind the 
| scenés” in the case, that many 
people are in prison because of him 
and that he was responsible for the 
induction of drugs into Kansas City. 

A spokesman for the Bureau of 
Narcotics said: The Kansas City 
ring did a $1,000,000-a-month busi- 


ness. He said the Federal men 
worked for 19 months at lesser dis- 
tributing points, Seattle, Minneap- 
olis, Dallas, Denver and New Or- 
leans, before they learned that Kan- 
sas City was the source of supply.

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WARSAW, April 13 (AP).—The 
Polish Foreign Office was reported 
today to have instructed officials 
of the Polish Embassy and consular 
offices in Germany to send their 
families home. 

The report was heard as Poland 
apparently ignored German pres- 
sure to keep her out of the “anti- 
aggression” bloc of Britain and 
France, and the entire Warsaw 
press published editorials support- 
ing Poland's recently announced de- 
fense alliance with England. 

Officials took no public notice of 
a Nazi:newspaper campaign which 
informed quarters here said was 
intended to “intimidate” Poland and 
prevent her from signing the pact, 

But, the pro-Government news- 
paper, Kurjer Poranny, declared 
that “regarding ‘encirclement’, Po- 
land has much more to say than 
Germany, because German troops 
are concentrated all along the Pol- 
ish frontier, from Slovakia to 
Memel.” It said it was “Polish ee 
nature” always to meet attempts at 
conciliation in a friendly way, but 
added, “threats will always be met 
here by increased resistance.” 

Maneuvers by Germany. 


As a counter blast to continued 
propaganda in German and Polish 
languages from the German Ost- 
bund, an organization devoted to 
the interests of Germans in Hast- 
ern Europe, especially Poland, the 
Polish Western Union, which per- 
forms a similar function for Poles 
in Germany, announced a campaign 
beginning April 15 to enlist in- 
creased support for its activities. 

Official quarters said they saw 
“obvious public maneuvers” by Ger- 
many to bluff Poland into | 
ity. 

They said Foreign Minister 
Beck’s train was held up several 
hours on the German side of the 
frontier last Saturday so Germans 
could parade their military might 
before the eyes of the Foreign Min- 
ister as he returned from his talks 
in London.

STATE SENATE GROUP ALTERS 
NEW SALES TAX MEASURE 


Then Reports Favorably on Bill 
to Extend 2 Per Cent Levy 
to Dec. 31, 1941. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 13 
(AP).—The Senate Ways and 
Means Committee reported favor- 
ably today a bill extending the 2 per 
cent sales tax to Dec. 31, 1941, 
after altering it to overcome an at- 
tack on its constitutionality.

“STUPENDOUS EMERGENCY.” 

A delegation of Kansas City citizens appeared at 
the hearing on the Kansas City police bill at Jef- 
ferson City Tuesday night to urge a favorable com- 
mittee report on the measure. The group’s per- 
sonnel was distinguished. It represented the courts, 
the legal profession, agencies of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, social service, business. 

Speaking from knowledge gained in their various 
experiences with conditions, those witnesses told a 
sweeping, corroborative story of the city’s demoral- 
ization under the machine-controlled police force. 

They spoke to a large audience. The dramatic oc- 
casion packed the House chamber. Circuit Judge 
Allen C. Southern, suddenly become a personage of 
State importance by his action in summoning a 
grand jury that has ripped into the racketeering 
underworld of ‘Kansas City with 166 indictments, 
commanded close attention. He described Kansas 
City’s plight as a “stupendous emergency.” He es- 
timated, from records seized and examined, that the 
gamblers of Kansas City were collecting $20,000,000 
a year. Such a figure puts Kansas City’s gambling 
concession on a par with the notorious numbers 
racket operated by Dutch Schultz in New York. 

The grand jury, Judge Southern explained, re- 
ceived no assistance from the Kansas City police. 
The evidence on which the indictments were re- 
turned was provided by special investigators whom 
Gov. Stark had selected for the work. 

“No help from the police” ran like a theme through 
the whole volume of the testimony. Judge Kemp of 
the Kansas City Court of Appeals affirmed Judge 
Southern’s ruling. But the arraignment went ac- 
cusingly beyond the negative complaint of sins of 
omission. Walter 8S. Bliss of the United States Im- 
migration Service submitted the report of a ballistics 
expert to show that weapons seized by the police 
had been returned to their criminal owners. 

The voice of business has been heard, through 
the Kansas City Chamber of Commerce, deploring 
the Governor’s excoriation of official apathy and 
rampant corruption in Kansas City, and presenting 
the stultifying plea that “such publicity was hurt- 
ing business.”

But nothing was said at Jefferson City Tuesday 
night about conditions in Kansas City that has 
not been said over and over through that city’s wide- 
open years of Pendergast’s overlordship.

ONE STEP TOWARD F H A REFORM. 
The House of Representatives has passed an amend- 
ment to bar promoters henceforth from writing up 


loans. This follows the Post-Dispatch’s disclosures 


of gross inflation by the promoters of the Manhassett | 


Village and Lucas-Hunt projects. 

Representative John J. Cochran met the taunt that, 
for a St. Louis Congressman, the. matter was “too 
hot to handle.” He introduced the amendment and 
worked for its adoption. It is to the administration's 
discredit that its leaders did not similarly recognize 
so flagrant an abuse and put the public welfare above 
partisan considerations in meeting the issue. In- 
stead, they used every resource to defeat the amend- 
ment, but party lines were broken and it carried by 
a vote of 199 to 142. 

This decisive stand will make difficult elimination 
of the amendment in conference. It is a gain for 
reforming the FHA’s operations, but still does not 
correct all the abuses unearthed in the St. Louis 
projects, which are, perhaps, typical of what is going 
on all over the country. Is there more water in 
these enterprises than merely the bookkeeping profit? 

In view of the land write-ups, it is a fair question 
to ask whether the actual cost of construction of 
these projects is anything like as large as the pro- 
moters’ estimates... Why does the FHA persistently 
refuse to make these figures public? Manhassett was 
advertised as a $2,000,000 project, of which $1,600,000 
was supposed to have gone for construction. How 
much was actually spent? How much is being spent 
on Lucas-Hunt Village, which is financed by a $2,700,- 
000 FHA-guaranteed loan? 

A start has been made, but more remains to be 
donesbefore the taxpayer, who must hold the bag if 
things go wrong, receives adequate protection. 
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A PLEASANT DREAM, AT ANY RATE. 

If Hitler really and truly wants peace, and if his 
only fear at present, as a Berlin dispatch reports, is 
that peace will be shattered by a British-French 
attack on Germany, then a gorgeous anticlimax has 
been reached in Europe’s feverish tension. If that’s 
the way the Fuehrer’s mind is running, then it 
shouldn’t take long to figure out that he can end 
the world’s worries by adopting a firm course of 
staying on his own premises.

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ANOTHER FEDERAL JUDGE RESIGNS. 

Another person of high official rank and powerful 
political connections has fallen before the crusading 
onslaught of Attorney-General Frank Murphy. The 
new casualty is Federal District Judge Edwin §&. 
Thomas of Connecticut. Under investigation for his 
handling of bankruptcy cases, Judge Thomas has fre- 
signed, but the prosecution continues. 

This is the second Federal Judge to be forced 
from the bench since Mr. Murphy succeeded Homer 
Cummings as Attorney-General. The first was Judge 
Martin T. Manton of the Second Circuit Court of 
Appeals. District Attorney Thomas E. Dewey, a 
New York State official, laid the groundwork in the 
case against Judge Manton, but Mr. Murphy’s office 
is carrying on the prosecution. 

In the Thomas case, as in the Manton case, the 
temptation for the Judge to err seems to have arisen 
from participation in outside commercial activity, 
particularly in speculative enterprises. It re-enforces 
the point, made in the Manton case, that a law is 
needed to forbid Judges from engaging in commercial 
business activity. 

Both Attorney-General Murphy and Representative 
Hatton Sumners, chairman of the House Judiciary 
|Committee, expressed themselves in favor of a bill 
to “take the pockets out of judicial robes.” The 
Thomas case again underlines the need for seeing 
that this reform does not die in the proposal stage, 
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AS CANADA SEES IT. 

“Daughter am I in my mother’s house, but mistress 
of my own.”

In the selection of Prof. Deane W. Malott of the 
Harvard Business School as Chancellor at the Univer- 
sity of Kansas, there is assurance that this Mid- 
western school will maintain its high standing after 
the retirement of Dr. E, H. Lindley, its head for 
20 years. Mr. Malott is a native Kansan, the first 
graduate to become head of the university in its 
76-year history. Chosen at 40, he has before him 
the prospect of a long career in developing and 
molding the university of our neighbor State. 

Prof. Malott, graduated in 1921, has personal 
qualifications and a record of academic, administra- 
tive and business experience that brought about his 
choice from among the 100 or more educators con- 
sidered for the post. Of particular pertinence is 
his supervision of a study at Harvard on the rela- 
tionship between agriculture and industry. Kansas, 
long known primarily as an agricultural State, has 
embarked on a program of industrial development, 
to achieve a diversification that will meet the needs 
of a changing economy.

$6 HY call yourself a Jeffersonian 
Democrat?” wrote my son to me. 
“How can his policies serve today? 
Times have changed.” 

That sounds well enough until one looks 
a little deeper. Is the world so very dif- 
ferent from what it was in Jefferson’s day? 
Fluttering history’s pages, one finds some 
striking parallels. 

A sort of Fascism was abroad, with Ham- 
ilton, who had a great following, regarding 
the people as “a great beast ... dull witted 
and not fit to be trusted,” and requiring a 
“strong and high-toned body of rulers.” 
There é a familiar ring about that. Also, 
there s trouble in Europe with Napoleon 
prancing, arousing the passions of people—a 
man cunning and calculating, determined to 
govern by fear, very much like all dictators, 
and, for a time, seeming to win. 

There was war in Spain following revo- 
lution; war in Austria, in Prussia, in Rus- 
sia, with insurrections in Mexico and trou- 
ble in India. It is easy to see that trouble 
in Europe meant trouble in the United 
States, for it mattered a great deal who 
owned New Orleans. With Spain the owner, 
all went well; but with Napoleon, matters 
must wear a different face. 

There was unemployment, with youths 
wandering up and down the land. Educa- 
tion was held to be a privilege for the 
few; Negroes regarded as a race apart, 
not as human beings with rights; the law a 
mystery because of its wording, not to be 
understood by common people and hardly 
by lawyers; people looking askance at scien- 
tists as somewhat akin to atheists and 
almost terrified to think of a man in the 
White House who found interest in mas- 


todon bones. 
+ . 


There were other and very minor stupid- 
ities; a powerful faction in the Capitol very 
keen on precedence and ritual (we know 
how Jefferson managed that); people who 
regarded with horror the idea of vaccina- 
tion against smallpox (it is history how 
Jefferson set an example), The list could 
be extended. 

We see Jefferson as a retiring man, taking 
as much pains to avoid publicity as many 
do to court it. He had the firm idea that 
man’s finit duty was to be a center of order 
in a scene of disorder. With a nation of 
men busily engaged in their own improve- 
ment, being unhampered too, government 
became a simple matter, and “that govern- 
ment is best which governs least.” The 
greatest of all dangers, he held, was that 
which was inherent in vast accumulations 
of wealth. Agriculture, being the backbone 
of the nation, should never be hindered. 

To be sure, lines can be drawn which are 
by no means parallel. Methods of trans- 
portation, for example, were not as now— 
but whether man is wiser, or even differ- 
ent, because he handles machinery is some- 
thing to be debated. 

Consider that matter of New Orleans and 
Bonaparte. When the Louisiana territory 
fell into Napoleon’s hands, some thought the 
only possible course was war. Jefferson 
did not. He knew that wars cost money, 
and the nation with a depleted war chest 
must lose. So he ran the United States 
into debt for $15,000,000 (cheap compared 
with war), bought with it 1,171,931 square 
miles of territory, opened the way for na- 
tional expansion, changed the history of the 

States, and smiled when the war

What was 
that but unconstitutional confiscation of 
wealth? Why, this radical even advocated 
that the state should set aside money for 
books, paintings, statues, public libraries and 
The man from Monti- 
cello wanted to “soak the rich”! He actually 
held, did this rabid radical, that “to keep 
in slavery beings born with equal rights 
to us, and who do not differ from us in 
anything but color, is an injustice both 
barbarous and cruel, and even shameful.”

More unconstitutional still, he suggested 
that from a given date all Negro children 
should belong to their parents‘ until old 
enough to be taught a trade, or farming— 
and when the boys were 21, and the girls 
18, they were to be given tools, seeds, 
horses, cows and money, and sent to some 
chosen colony to be free to work out their 
own destiny. And the money for it was 
to come out of the taxpayers’ pockets. Un- 
constitutional? Who could doubt? If it had 
been adopted, the country would have been 
saved from civil war. 

“How dangerous,” too, said gentlemen of 
the law when Jefferson declared that in- 
volved language passed down from the 
learned Sir Edward Coke—with all those 
wereases, aforesaids, and so on, darkened 
counsel instead of lightening it. Out of that 
came those Revised Laws to the Assembly; 
and, as was so often the case, Jefferson got 
what he wanted in part. 

There came a time when Jefferson had 
to be delivered from his friends, when, mis- 
understanding the man and hardly credit- 
ing his lack of ulterior motives, someone 
proposed a dictatorship. “What!” cried Jef- 
ferson. “The very thought is treason against 
pote aa and against mankind in gen- 
eral!” 

“Thomas Jefferson still lives,” said John 
Adams on his deathbed, July 4, 1826, on the 
same day that Jefferson died.

hy a modern democracy, a party system 


is necessary. The people: must have a 
channel through which they can make their 
political opinions effective. Our forefa- 
thers, who planned our present form of Gov- 


ernment, not only did not provide for po 


litical parties, but disapproved of them. Yet 
the need of a democracy for some organ- 
ization of voters became apparent almost 
immediately. 

The theory of the system is that each 
party advocates different ideas and chooses 
candidates indorsing those ideas to run for 
office. Then the citizens vote for the par- 
ty that most nearly reflects their own views, 
The party elected is supposed to be re- 
sponsible for carrying out the principles 


it advocates through the candidates elect» 


ed upon that platform. 

A party is supposed to be judged by the 
kind of platform it puts forth and by the 
worthy performance of its candidates if 
elected, but this is not always the way it 
works out in this country. The people 
may elect a Democratic President and yet 
the majority of the Congress may be Re- 
publican, Then two branches of the Gov- 
ernment are checkmating each other, and 
neither party can be wholly successful in 
carrying out the pledges under which its 
representatives were put into power. 

Then, too, national party platforms are 
adopted only in the years in which the 
President is elected, although the House 
of Representatives and part of thé Senate 
change every two years. The members of 
Congress elected in non-presidential elec- 
tion years may not feel bound to the plat- 
form adopted two years previously, because 
of changes that have taken place in the 
meantime.

Not Meat Substitute. 

Mushrooms cannot be substituted 
for meat, nutritionists point out. 
For although they do contain some 
nitrogen, this is mainly not in the 
form of protein. 

To prepare mushrooms for cook- 
ing, wash them well just before 
they are needed. Some cooks like 
to remove the skin from the cap 
of the mushroom, but this is not 
necessary if it is tender. 

Cardinal principle of mushroom 
cookery is “use low heat and do not 
cook overlong.” High temperatures 
and overcooking cause them to 
shrivel and toughen, Also, use lit- 
tle water. Mushrooms, themselves, 
are over 90 per cent water. 

Broiled mushrooms are a definite 
addition to any grilled plate. Served 
on toothpicks they make interest- 
ing tidbits for party refreshments,

He 
doesn’t preach “early to bed and 
early to rise,” and “nose to the 
grindstone” sermons. 

In estimating his subordinates, he 
takes into consideration the em- 
ploye’s temperament, expecting one 
to plod, another to be lightning 
fast.

I am going to take up these steps 
in great detail so that you will be 
able to understand them thorough- 
ly. I want you to spend an un- 
usually great amount of. time and 
practice on the fox trot because it, 
more than any other single dance, 
is the foundation for almost all of 
the clever modern dances that are 
in vogue today. 

All the thought and care that you 
have already put into learning the 
previous one step are now going 
to be- applied to the walking step 
as it is used in the fox trot. 

Actually this step is the same as 
the one step you have just learned, 
but with two important exceptions: 

1. The fox trot walking step is 
taken to two beats of the music 
instead of only one as was the case 
in the one step. 

2 You will rise up on your toes 
at every step, and sink down on 
the flat of your foot as you put 
your weight on it. This gives life 
and zest to your walk.: 
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the step is rather long and the 
walk is rather slow. 

Here is how the fox trot waiking 
step is dariced after taking your 
position at start with heels held 
firmly together: 

1. Simply step forward with the 
left foot fiat on the floor and rise

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Defenders Are 
Trapped After, 
Hopeful Double 

Abnormal Bidding Is Fol- 
lowed by Poor Play, Giv- 
ing Declarers Game.

VERY bridge player must num-' 

Fv: among his fond memories 
a hand or two on which his op- 

ponents waxed too optimistic in the 
bidding and were duly slaughtered 
in the play. Moreover, every good 
bridge player knows that the big- 
gest profits in contract bridge come 
from penalizing the opponents, 
When an opponent makes an ob- 
viously unsound bid, the natural 
tendency is to double him; and if he 
comes up for air with another bid, 
hit him wtih another double. That's 
good practice, if you're really sure 
you have him on the run. Oth- 
erwise you may find yourself bilked 
as were East and West in this 
hand: 

South, dealer 

East-West vulnerable. 


West considered a take-out dou- 
ble instead of the simple overcall 
of one spade, but chose the latter 
on the theory that the hand had no 
future unless East could take un- 
forced action. East’s raise to two 
spades was a decided underbid. His 
only problem should have been 
whether to raise to three or four! 

South’s rebid of three diamonds 
was questionable. ‘(As you've prob- 
ably gathered, the bidding wasn't 
‘exactly perfect.) Ordinarily it pays 
to tell the opponents as little as 
‘possible about your hand. Since 
North had supported hearts, a good 
suit was available and South should 
‘have concealed the diamond suit 
iby choosing a heart rebid. 
| After West’s jump to four spades, 
‘North realized that desperate meas- 
‘ures were necessary. It was obvi- 
ous that he had a good sacrifice 
bid at either hearts or diamonds, 
but what would he do if the op- 
ponents went on to five spades—or 
possibly six—instead of doubling the 
‘sacrifice bid? The best chance to 
| prevent that was to pretend to be in 
\difficulties. Hence the bid of five 
clubs. 
| East naturally doubled, licking 
his chops. South suspected what 
'was going on and bid five diamonds 
in the hope that West would dou- 
ble that bid, too. West obliged, 
and North was sorely tempted te 
pass with satisfaction. But he wise- 
ly resisted the temptation, fearing 
that East would put the proper in- 
'terpretation on the unexpected will- 
‘ingness to play the hand at dia- 
|monds. 
| When North “ran” to five hearts 
‘East was sure that happy days were 
‘here again. His opponents probab- 
‘ly had a heart suit, he realized, 
‘but what a shellacking they were 
‘in for when they ran out of trumps! 

West opened the King of spades 
“to take a look at the dummy.” 
But, curiously enough, he didn’t 
‘realize the danger even after he had 
seen it. South’s bidding clearly 
showed a five card diamond suit, 
so West should have known that 
his partner had only a singleton. 
But West was still dreaming of a 
tremendous set, so he switched to a 
trump. 
| South gratefully won the trump 
in his own hand and ruffed a spade 
in dummy. He returned to his hand 
with a trump and ruffed the last 
spade. A club ruff put him in again 
to draw the last trump, after which 
he spread his hand, conceding one 
trick to the diamond ace. 

Had the bidding been normal, 
East and West would have bid at 
least five spades, forcing North to 
‘go to six hearts as a sacrifice. 
‘Proper play would collect at least 
n 200 point penalty for Hast and 
West. Instead, North and South 
scored 300 points and a game!
